I grieve to say that in London and 
many provincial cities there is very widespread 
distress: Men who are willing to work cannot 
find employment, and a very large number of 
these poor creatures cannot produce even the 
«nall sum of fourpence which will secure food 
and a bed for the night. There is a law whereby 
these unfortunates аге not allowed to find a poor 
aud cold resting-place upon doorsteps or under 
arches. If they are found asleep in any of these 
laces, а policeman rouses them ùp, as he is 
obliged to do, and they have to move on; and 


This Weary Round 
goes on throughout the night. I can see a reason 
for the hardship, for, if sleeping in the streets 


as n night porter, but the establishment. he 
worked for had broken up some weeks ngo, and 
ever since that stroke-of ill luck he had applied 
at various ]nbour bureaux in vain, "ете is not 
enough work in London to supply all the men 
who are in need. Of one шан I heard an 
interesting story. He was a skilled mechanic, 
and the Salvation Army took him into one of 
their workshops. He proved to be steady and 
competent, and in a few weeks a good situation 
was found for him. ^ This was last year, aud this 
winter he sent à contribution towards the soup- 
kitchen from which he had had a good meal 
when he was cold and hungry. 

‘There are many other institutions for giving 
relief during the winter months, but I mention 
that of the Salvation Army because there:is an 
inclination to decry its good work. It has one 
great advantage—it is above all things practical 
in its methods. Many of the latter do not com- 
mend themselves to some among us, but the 
real good done by the Army more than atones 
for its mistakes. 

And now jn lighter vein let us turn to a less 
pathetic theme than that of the outcast poor of 
this great city.

searcely ever made enough of in country places. — Iris most 
useful for forming fenes with quick or even by itself on 
good banks, as it is so spiny that cattle, which do so much 
harm to almost every other kind of hedge plant, do not 
touch this, so that it swings eareless in the fleld where they 
are. ‘The plant ought to be grown by the thousand, and 
anybody with a few bushes of it ean save the seed for this 
purpose. It is a delightful plant from the time it« buds 
burst in early spring until the birds have eaten the brilliant 
berries in winter. Z^ rubrifolia (red-lenved rose) should 
have a place for its lovely tinted leaves and shoots; ithasa 
rambling or climbing habit, but also grows into a large self- 
supporting bush. Тһе flowers are red and small, the fruits 
purplish-red with +oft flesh. Its chief charm, however, is 
m the colour of shoots and leaves. The young, strong 
shoots are purple-red, overlaid with a pale grey bloom, 
while the leaves are of a peculiar glaucous colour brightly 
timret with red. 


Wholesale Duck-Breeding.
